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Two accidents minutes apart in same location in Crenshaw County 


Elba man killed in Sunday wreck

Two separate single vehi- 
cle crashes early Sunday 
morning, April 15, in the 
same location in Crenshaw 
County claimed two lives 
and sent another person to a 
Montgomery, Ala. hospital. 
One of the two fatalities 
was an Elba man. 

Captain Tracy Nelson 
with the Alabama State 
Troopers said the two acci- 
dents each occurred min- 
utes apart, and therefore 
were considered separate 
accidents; however, the two 
yehicles struck the same 
tree in the roadway in the 
same location. Nelson said 
the accidents remain under 
investigation, but the pre- 
liminary investigation indi- 
Gates bad weather was a 
factor in both accidents. 

The first of the two acci- 
dents happened at 5:50 a.m. 
Sunday morning, April 15, 
on Alabama Highway 97 at 
the 7-mile marker, seven 
miles south of Highland 


claimed the life of Reginald 
Bernard Howard, age 52, of 
Selma, Ala. Captain Nelson 
said Howard was _pro- 
nounced dead at the scene 
by Crenshaw 
County Coroner 
Ronnie Turner. 
Howard was 
driving a 1987 
Chevrolet truck 
when the vehi- 
cle struck the 
tree in the road- 
way, which was § 
believed to have 
been knocked 
down by severe 
storms moving through the 
area Sunday morning. A 
passenger in the truck, 
Tyrome Butler, age 46, also 
of Selma, was transported 
to Baptist South in 
Montgomery to receive 
treatment for injuries he 
sustained in the accident. 
Only 5 minutes after the 
first accident, another sin- 
gle vehicle accident 
occurred in the same loca- 
tion on Alabama Highway

Highland Home. According 
to Captain Nelson, this 
accident at 5:55 a.m. 
claimed the life of Dillon 
Alexander Roberts, 
age 26, of Elba, Ala. 

Roberts was driv- 
ing a 2000 Ford 
Expedition when 
the vehicle struck 
the tree in the road. 
He too was pro- 
nounced dead at the 
scene by Crenshaw 


County Coroner 
Ronnie Turner. 
Roberts was a

The newest member of the Elba 
Volunteer Fire Department rolled into town 
Wednesday afternoon, April 11, as the new 
Engine 4 arrived home. 

Four members of the fire department 
traveled to Seminary, Miss. on Wednesday 
to bring Elba’s new Engine 4 home. As of 
Wednesday night, the truck (shown above) 
was deemed in service to serve the people 
of Elba and surrounding areas. 

Engine 4 holds 3,000 gallons of water 
with a 1,500 gpm pump and also carries 
two 3,500 gallon portable drop tanks on 
board, according to Elba Firefighters. This 
means, the new Engine 4 along with 
Engine 3 allows the Elba Fire Department 
to put 4,800 gallons of water on scene with 
just two vehicles. 

Elba Fire Chief Drew Parker said the 
department is thankful to the city leaders, 
grant writers, and the citizens of Elba, for 


supporting and assisting in allowing the 
department to make the purchase of this 
new truck, which will allow the fire depart- 
ment to better serve its citizens

plaint about Canada geese 
comes from landowners 
and business owners who 
are frustrated with the 
bird’s droppings. When 
geese congregate in large 
numbers, the accumulation 
of their droppings can 
become very unpleasant 
and, in some instances, a 
health issue. Other impacts 
landowners experience 
include damage to lawns 
and landscaped areas due 
to overgrazing, injuries 
due to attacks from geese 
defending their nests or by 
slipping in fecal material. 
Health concerns can arise 
when geese congregate in 
shallow water areas, which 
could potentially increase 
bacteria levels via fecal 
coliform and other 
pathogens. 

Several methods of con- 
trolling and/or preventing 
damage are available. The 
first step is to stop feeding 
the geese. Feeding geese 
— or any wild animal for 
that matter — leads to 
larger than normal congre- 
gations of the species, 
causes the animals to lose 
their fear of humans, and 
can lead to the animal’s 
having a nutritional imbal- 
ance. Aggressive behav- 
iors can be displayed by 
geese or other animals 
when they lose their fear 
of humans due to being 
fed. 

Habitat modifications or 
lakescaping (landscaping 
by a lake) can be quite 
effective in deterring 
geese from your property. 
Leaving a 13- to 15-foot- 
wide unmowed natural 
vegetative buffer that can 
reach 24 to 36 inches’ in 
height around the shore- 
line can reduce use of the 
area by geese. A natural 
vegetative buffer is com- 
prised of native grasses, 
forbs and shrubs. The key 
is to have the buffer wide 
and tall enough to deter 
the geese. The goal here is 
to decrease your lawn’s 
attractiveness to the geese. 

Populations are on the 
rise mostly due to changes 
in the landscape by 
humans.

started moving in [to the 
area] in the 1830s and the 
community grew. They 
named it Bridgeville first 
because they finally put a 
bridge across Pea River,” 
Helms said. “Many years 
later, there is a war going on 
with the Creek Indians, and 
Colonel Benton from 
Arkansas comes in to help 
fight in this war. After he 
left we were so apprecia- 
tive, we named it 
Bentonville. And, then 
finally Elba.” 

Helms said there is a leg- 
end that goes along with the 
city being named Elba. She 
said it was that the citizens 
put names on a piece of 
paper, put them in a hat, 
drew one, and out came 
Elba. She said that was 
because one of the citizens 
had just read an autobiogra- 
phy on Napolean and like 
the name Elba from the lit- 
tle island off the coast of 
France in the Mediterranean 
Sea. 

“So...Elba, Once it was 
decided it would be incor- 
porated that was in April,” 
Helms said. 

A few months prior to 
that, in October, Helms said 
it was decided the town 
would be the site of the 
county courthouse. 

“We had a _ citi- 
zen...buried right here [in 
Bo vige=t, @: re sen 
Cemetery]...John B. 
Simmons and two others, 
Gafford Yelverton and his 
wife Martha...we have 
streets named for these peo- 
ple today,” Helms contin- 
ued. “They actually gave 
the land for which the court- 
house and surrounding 
square would be built. So, 
we are thankful to people in 
our past.” 

She also noted that Moses 
Helms sold the Evergreen 
Primitive Baptist Church — 
11 acres of land — upon 
which the cemetery started. 
Now, it is an estimated 23 
acres. 

“There is a need for more 
land,” Helms noted. “We 
are an old town — 165 years 
old — we have a lot of histo- 
ry, a lot of people, and a lot 
of love.” 

Helms said looking to the 
now, Elba is so fortunate to 
have people that have given 
good leadership, people 
who love the community, 
and people who have been 
through tragedies. 

“You don’t stop,” she 
said. “You just keep work- 
ing to say what is important 
to you...what touches your 
heart, and then you cele- 
brate days like today when 
we come together to say 
‘thank you’.” 

The oldest grave in the 
Evergreen Cemetery is that 
of a young child, George 
Yelverton, born August 
1848 and died July 1849. 
John Simmons, founder of 
Elba, also is buried in the 
fenced section of the 
Evergreen Cemetery. 

The City of Elba owns the 
cemetery, but it is managed 
and maintained by a 
Cemetery Perpetual Care 
Board, which was estab- 
lished in 1993, The board 
seeks donations to pay for 
the maintenance of the 
cemetery, which is about 
$25,000 per year. 

Immediately following 
last Friday mornings unveil- 
ing of the historical marker 
for the cemetery, everyone 
in attendance was invited to 
the summer house to enjoy 
“birthday cake” celebrating 
Elba’s 165 years of incorpo- 
ration.
